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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5, 10-12, 40-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over El Rashidy in view of Place et al. 

El-Rashidy teaches sildenafil in the treatment of sexual dysfunction (abstract). 
Optimization of clitoral response in females is disclosed (column 3 lines 18-20). 

Place et al teach a composition for treating sexual disfunction. Estrogen 
antagonists including Tamoxifen, Raloxifeng, and Cenchroman are disclosed (column 8 
lines 27-35, 49-53. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to add an -Estrogen- 
Antagonist to the composition of El-Rashidy to achieve the beneficial effect of an 
additional treatment for sexual disfunction in view of Place et al. 

As to the particular claimed compounds, applicants disclose team-all as serms, 
synonymous with the older terminology "Estrogen Antagonist" (Halonen et al col. 1 lines 
40-42).
